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Strathpeffer is a popular watering-place, near the shores 
of the Cromarty Firth, famous for the excellence of its 
medicinal springs. It is situated in a picturesque valley at 
the foot of Ben Wyvis, which is one of the bulkiest moun¬ 
tain masses in the kingdom. The ascent is easy, the 
highest point being 3,429 feet above sea level.
